HE Surrender of Barcelona is confirm’d 
from all Parts, and the Capitulation has 
been publifi’d by the Enemy, together 
with feveral Particulars of what pafs'd 
when their Troops took Pofleffion 
of that Place: Among which Particulars are thefe, 
viz. That the Capitulation was not kept, becaufe 
Don Francifco de Velafco Viceroy of Catalonia 
firft infring’d ix, by offering to carry out with 
him feveral Perfons well affected to King Charles, 
whom during the Siege he had cans'd to be 
Seiz’d ; thar thereupoh he was made Prifoner 
with all bis Garrifon, moft of whom took Service 
under King Charles ; that all the Duke of Popoli’s 
Baggage, with bis Plate, and 20000 Crowns in Mo- 
ney was taken from him ; that the Marquis d 
Ayetona was us‘d little better ; that their Wives 
could fave noching but the Cloaths they had on; 
that the Houfes of the French and of the Catalans 
known to be of their Party, were plunder’d ; that 
the Priefts and Monks were as bufy in that Work 
as any body, and got their fhare of the Plunder ; 
and that Don Francifco de Velafco, the Duke de 
Popoli, the Marquis d’ Ayetona, and feveral other 
Perfons of Quality, who would not acknowledge 
‘King Charles, were pat on board the Enemy's 
Fleet, to be carry’d’ to The Bihhop of 
Gironne refufing to acknowledge King Charles, ar- 
riv'd here the 30th of laft Month in his Way to 
Rome. The Town of Rofes is not yet befieg’d ; 
but believ’d it will be fom, becaufe the revolted 
Yatalans prefsit very much.

Paris, Noveniber 76, There is no room to doubr 
any longer the Lofs of Barcelona, it being confirm’d 
by Letters from feveral Places. Of the Particulars 
faid- to be related in thofe Lewers, the 3 following 
are the moft remarkable. 1. That King Charles 
making his Entry into Barcelona the 14th of Odo- 
ber in great State, was proclaim’d King of Spain, 
with rhe u{ual Formalities. That the Judges and 
Officers of the Courts of Juftice, and the Magiftrates 
of the City took- an, ‘Oath of Allegiance’ to him. 
3. And that the City ‘made: him a free Gift of 150000 
Pieces of Eight. , Phere;is Advice that an entire 
Company of Horfe-Guards and feveral of the Gen- 
tlemen , of the Life-Guards of the King of Spain, 
that:.were fent to Arragon, have left Prince Ticer- 
claes de Tilly, and are gone over to the Enemy. 
Some are of Opinion, that the true Motive of fend- 
ing thofe Guards to Arragon, was a Diftruft the 
~ King had of them, anda Defire to, have a French 
Guard for the Security of his Perfon in the prefent 
dangerous Juncture. © This is very probable, for the 
Advices from the Marfhal de Theffe’s Camp at la

All thele 
Preparations make a great Noife ; but notwith- 
ftanding the King would be thought to defign to 
have numerous Armies by Land and a formidable 
Fleet.at Sea the next Campaign, fome Perfons 
queftion the latter (efpecially) very much, becanfe 
our.Fleet did nor put to Sea this Summer notwith- 
ftanding it was talk’d of laft Winter with no lefs 
Noifethan now. —
